Hi Dan & Mike

Attached is the email with SHPO's comments (edited to remove references to another project). In his email,
Chris Merritt said he will want "a cultural resources inventory for the property." However, we haven't received his
official response letter yet where he probably tells us what he expects. Mike, you may need to contact Chris to
see exactly what he wants. Dan, | stated in my email to you that you should only have an inventory done on
areas you want to move your operation in to, not areas that are already disturbed. You'll need to provide that to
Sagebrush. This time, include the immediate vicinity around your staging area west of the road. That is OGM's
input into what's needed.

How this works on our end is we review the inventory and determine if, in our judgement, there will be any
potential impacts. If we don't think there will be any impacts, we will write a letter to SHPO, they will respond
with a concurrence letter for the file, and we can approve the NOI. If it looks like there is potential for impacts,
we will write a different letter that will recommend avoidance of any identified CR's, and/or require a Management
Plan or Protection Plan for our approval. Then we will forward that with a cover letter to SHPO for approval from
them. Then we will incorporate that into the NOI and approve it.
